The success that has attended our school the past year has been a sufficient re- 
ward for expense, anxiety and labor bestowed upon them. Our teachers have been 
earnest, thorough and practical ; yet much is required of us in order to make their 
labors effective ; we should see that our scholars are constant and punctual}: that they 


are provided with proper text books such as the committee may recommend; that, we: 


manifest an earnest and true desire for the welfare of our schools. if we withhold: 
all or a part of these external aids, our schools will never become what they should 


be, even with our best teachers. 


Next, we, should give our scholars comfortable, 


’ pl zasant and healthy school houses. Miss Frye says in her report, “ It 
f so intelligent and prosperous a community will not long delay th 
' @ new and commodious school house.” 


Our Prudential Committee should be careful to engage experienced teachers for 
our schools, as they are too large for young and inexperienced ones (having, per- 
haps, no skill, judgment or love for the work—only a love for the “almighty dol- 
lar,”’) to experiment upon. First class females should instruct our Summer terms, 
and it is better, if such ones cannot be secured, to employ males as, enough of 
good male ins@ructors can be engaged for the year who will accomplish more than 
under our present system, because it takes a stranger nearly a term to learn all of a 
scholar’s habits, oa and attainments. Critic, you may sneer at this last 
idea, but ten years’ experience has convinced fus of its truth. No system is more 


 deirimental than the semi-annual change of teachers. 


_, Another year we shall have between fifty and sixty dollars of Literary Fund 
money ; now with this we suggest that a central High School be established for the 
greatly needed benefit of older scholars. ‘The selection of the teacher to be made 
by the two:Prudential Committees, and the school under the supervision of the Su- 


perintending School Committee.
